shown by its hoof-prints and taking 
the track en route it had come 
last 
ifight proceeding back along the pri

driving with him when their carriage 
w as struck by the 
car, was 
slightly 
bruised about the head, but not ser’‘ 
ously injured. 
Both men room a t 456 
M errim ack street. 
W hen the Pelham oar which 
g e t s 
into M errimack square at IO 15 o’clock 
a t night arrived last night the conduc­ 
tor ran over 
to Lieut. Brosnan. who 
was standing in The Sun doorway and 
cried out: 
"Officer, we’ve got a man 
on the car." 
I t was then noticed th a t the head­ 
light of the car was not lighted and 
th a t the front windows were smashed. 
Lieut. B rcsn ar ran to 
the 
car 
and 
found Jam es O’Neill, whom he recog­ 
nized a t once, lying 
unconscious 
in 
the rear vestibule of the car with M ur­ 
phy bending over him. 
The 
am b u ­ 
lance was catted a t once and the two 
men w ert removed to St. Jn h n ’s hos­ 
pital where it was found that O'Neii. 
had sustained a fracture of the base of 
the skull and w as suffering from cere­ 
bral hem orrhages. 
The surgeons tre­ 
panned the skull and made the suffer­ 
er soipewhat more comfortable, though 
they would n o t Say th a t he could re­ 
cover. 
The conductor 
of 
the 
car, 
Ben 
Mitchell, refused to gay anything about 
the accident except th a t the men were 
struck by the car while driving along 
the tracks In private l&nd about 
200 
yards beyond the Old Meadow Road 
where the tracks run from the exten­ 
sion of Moody street through private 
land to the M ammoth Road. which they 
strike a t a point near 
the 
Donohoe 
farm. 
The car which struck the men was 
num bered 60 and was going 
at 
full 
speed when the collision occurred. 
It 
was reported last night th a t the horse 
had been killed but the anim al turned 


then down the M ammoth road where 
it was found in a stable this morning 
The carriage was demolished. 
An Investigation of 
the scene 
this 
morning showed that the men entered 
the private land at the Dracut end and 
the frofctn hoof-prints indicated that the 
horse proceeded leisurely along to about 
two hundred yards from the Lowell end 
of the private land where the accident 
occurred. 
The roadway 
through 
this 
section is Just wide enough for the car 
and most of it Is an 
embankment 
at 
points standing as high as 12 or 14 feet 
above the level. 
The marks of 
the 
wheels in the earth show that at 
one 
point the wneeJs on one side went over 
the embarkment slightly hut got on the 
level roadbed again without upsetting. 
As soon as the two men heard the car 
coming they made an attempt to get 
out of the way but were too late.

jumped back.

'r he carriage was swept to 
the left of the track down the embank 
meet And the hoise was thrown a great 
distance and lost sight of til the dark­ 
ness. The car came to a stop about 60 
feet beyond the point where It struck the 
carriage. 
As scorn as the car come to a standstill 
the motorman and conductor and several 
of the passenger* Jumped out and went 
to the assistance of the occupants of the 
carriage. 
O'Neill was found lying un-, 
conscious on his face. blood streaming 
from the wounds In his head.

His face was

and nose badly swollen and he seemed 
to be dazed. 
The two men were lifted on to the car

He was born in Lowell and has lived 
in this city practically all of his life 
He has been employed as a wine clerk

MOTORMAN ROBERTS TALKS. 
"I live in Lawrence 
and am an ex­ 
perienced m otorman, having been em ­ 
ployed on the front end of a car 
for 
a num ber of years. 
About IO o'clock. 
we w ert coming along at a 
fast rate 
on private land ju st outside of Lowell 
when we crashed into a buggy. 
We 
were going at full speed and I did not 
see the carriage 
until within 25 feet 
of it. The buggy was covered and the 
men within could not see us. 
I put on 
the brakes immediately 
upon 
seeing 
the team, but the car did not respond 
in time, as the distance was too short. 
"It is hard to say Just how fast the 
car was traveling, but to give you an 
idea I will explain the lay of the land. 
There are 
two hills quite 
close 
to 
each other. 
The first one is steeper 
and higher than the second. 
In fact, 
the second hill is not very noticeable. 
We had just gone down the first bill, and 
I had let the car get up its own speed 
in th** descent.

and under the power that I had applied. 
It was going very fast.

was on private land. I assumed that I 
had a clear track, and wan making fast 
lime Iii order lo get Into Lowell accord­ 
ing to the schedule. 
"The collision was very forelble, and 
It is a wonder that the car was not de­ 
railed. 
Still 
the car was not damaged 
except the breaking of the front window 
and a few dents on the front end. 
Conductor Mitchell declined to make a 
statement, regarding the accident,

ly been arrived at. to make all rates on 
imports into China specific rather than 
ad valorem, nine-tenths or more of the 
article being thus listed. 
Heretofo e the 
ad valorem system has been in use, the 
result being that many frauds have been 
perpetrated and the revenues reduced to 
a point far below the needs of the Chi­ 
nese government. 
The effort under the 
old system was to levy a tariff amount­ 
ing to five per cent, on the value of all 
goods imported, but the percentage was 
calculated upon a silver basis. 
Under J 
the new arrangement the calculation is 
made up on a gold basis, the specific du­ 
ties provided are also Intended to be 
on the five per cent. rate. 
The rate 
is not changed but the adoption of the 
gold bifsis will have the effect of an In 
crease. 
The new tariff is to go into 
effect the 31st instant “the first day of 
the tenth Chinese moon.”

Among Children of Im­ 


migrants Not Large 


tty Associated Presa to The Sun. 
WASHINGTON, Get. SO—The census 
office has issued a statem ent giving a 
compilation of figures regarding illit­ 
eracy among children of im m igrants 
and children of natives. 
The s ta te ­ 
ment says: 
"Confining the comparison to 
chil­ 
dren between the ages of IO and 
14 
years in the United States as a whole, 
95.6 per cent, of the native white chil­ 
dren of native parents, and 
99.1 per 
cent, 
of the native white children 
of 
foreign born parents are able to read 
and write. 
"This surprising difference in favor 
of the children 
of 
the foreign born 
population is due largely to the fact 
tlmt the children of the foreign born 
im m igrants live mainly In the northern 
and western states where the 
public 
school 
system has already reached 
a 
high degree of efficiency, while great 
num bers of native white children of 
native parents live in 
the 
soxjthern 
states and in that region about IO per 
cent, of such children are Illiterate. 
"W hen the comparison is carried out 
by geographical divisions the 
differ­ 
ence between the two classes In each 
part of the United States except 
the 
south Atlantic states, is found to be 
much less than in the whole country. 
"Yet these figures indicate th at in 
every region except the north Atlantic 
states the literate children of im m i­ 
grant whites are a larger per cent, of 
the whole num ber of 
such 
children 
than the literate children 
of 
native 
whites are of all children 
of 
native 
whites. 
"This is partly explained by the clus­ 
tering of Im m igrants and their children 
mainly in the cities and towns while 
the native white children of 
native 
parents live more generally in the ru ­ 
ral districts. 
"There is no reason to infer from 
the census figures th a t the children of 
Illiterate im m igrants are constituting 
a perm anent illiterate class in the pop­ 
ulation. 
"It will be noticed, however, that the 
foregoing figures relate exclusively to 
Im m igrants who hnve been 
In 
the 
country long enough for their children 
born 
here to have reached the age of 
IO years. 
W hether am ong the children 
of im m igrants who have arrived since 
1S90 there is the same eagerness to ac ­ 
quire at least an elem entary education 
it Is still too early to determine from 
census figures.”

A book published in England on the 
cotton Industry In America is a ttra c t­ 
ing considerable attention. 
It has 
a 
series of articles on industrial problems 
and draw s many conclusions not com­ 
plim entary to American methods. 
On 
the subject of southern mills this au ­ 
thor says: 
"American authorities who have stu ­ 
died 
the southern 
factory labor ques­ 
tion are convinced that' these resources 
(natives of the mountain regions, etc.) 
have 
been pretty well exhausted, and 
that view is 
strikingly 
confirmed by 
Mr. Young’s observation th at in 
some 
of the mills 
in 
the south 
work ap­ 
pears to be carried on mainly by child­ 
ren of tender years. 
Nothing 
but ne­ 
cessity could have induced the m ana­ 
gers of these establishm ents to employ 
Immature labor In the operations call­ 
ing for skill, strength and experience. 
It is further evident from his com pari­ 
son 
of the piece-work rate 
of wages 
for weaving in the south and the north 
that the cost of spinning and weaving 
lias hitherto been lower 
in the 
south 
than 
It can possibly 
remain for very 
long. The 
piece-work 
paym ent for 
weaving there is not much more than 
one-fourth the 
rate given in northern 
mills. 
T hat is a difference that cannot 
be perm anently m aintained, especially 
if, further 
extension 
of 
machinery 
should increase the 
already 
marked 
disparity between the dem and and sup­ 
ply. The workpeople of the north are 
well aw are of 
this serious disparity, 
and 
their trade unions 
are making 
efforts to raise the rate of remuneration 
prevailing 
am ongst 
their 
southern 
competitors. 
Forces 
are thus at work 
which m ust in the long run adjust the 
labor cost of production 
and remove 
this special advantage to the employers 
In 
the south, 
which is no less pre­ 
judicial to the cotton industry of

New England states than to our own.”

y ea rs In the U nited S ta te s as a whole. 
95.6 per cent, of the native w hite ch il­ 
dren of nativ e parents, an d 
99.1 per 
cent, 
of the n ative w hite children 
of 
foreign born p a ren ts are able to read 
a n d write. 
“T his su rp risin g difference in favor 
of th e children 
of 
the foreign born 
po pulation is due largely to the fact 
th a t the children of th e foreign born 
im m ig ra n ts live m ainly in th e n o rth e rn 
and w estern sta te s w here 
th e 
public 
school 
system h as 
alread y reached 
a 
high d egree of efficiency, w hile g re a t 
n u m b e rs of native w hite children of 
n ativ e p a re n ts live in 
the 
so u th e rn 
sta te s and in th a t region about IO per 
cent, of such children a re Illiterate.

ILLITERACY 


Among Children of Im­ 


migrants Not Large 


I»y Associated Press to The Sun. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 30—The census 
ofliee has issued a statement giving a 
compilation of figures regarding Illit­ 
eracy among children of immigrants 
and children of natives. 
The state­ 
ment says: 
’’Confining the comparison to 
chil­ 
dren between the ages of IO and 
14 
yeurs in the United States as a whole, 
35.6 per cent, of the native white chil­ 
dren of native parents, and 
99.1 per 
cent, 
of the native white children of 
foreign born parents are able to read 
and write. 
"This surprising difference In favor 
of the children 
of 
the foreign born 
population Is due largely to the fact 
that the children of the foreign born 
immigrants live mainly In the northern 
and western states where the 
public 
school system has already reached a 
high degree of efficiency, while great 
numbers of native white children of 
native parents live In 
the 
southern 
states and In that region about IO per 
cent, of such children are illiterate. 
"When the comparison is carried out 
by geographical divisions the 
differ­
